Wanted: “northside-types” 
for new Edmonton reality 
show. 

The new television show, 
called Northsiders, is being 
produced by Ignition Media 
Productions and is touted as 
a reality show in the same 
vein as Big Brother and Jer¬ 
sey Shore. 

Guy Lavallee, creative 
director at Ignition, has 
had the idea for a reality 


show focusing on Edmon¬ 
ton’s north side in the back 
of his mind ever since he 
moved to Castledowns back 
in 1989. 

The different people 
he met, from blue-collar 
workers to party girls and 
straight-A students became 
the basis for the potential 
cast. 

But Edmontonians on 
Twitter decried the TV 
show, calling it shallow and 
stereotypical. 

“It’s an unoriginal con¬ 
cept and misrepresents a 
thin slice of the diverse 
north side population 
as representative of the 
whole,” Tammy Lee told 
Metro via Twitter. 

But Lavallee said the 
show is designed to be an 
ode to the north side that 


he loves, not a mockery. 

“I have lived in north 
side, my co-producer lived 
on the north side his whole 
life, and his kids are born 
and raised northsiders. Our 
intention is not to belittle 
or make fun of anybody.” 

Lavallee called the re¬ 
sponse to Northsiders 
“overwhelmingly positive,” 
with over 100 casting appli¬ 
cations. 

After the casting call 
Wednesday, crews will be 
en route to Banff to pitch 
the concept to several 
broadcasters. It could be up 
to a year before the show 
starts filming.

Charged with murder 


Innisfail bombing 
suspect worked 
for Edmonton 
police: CBC 

According to CBC Edmon¬ 
ton, the man accused of 
sending a deadly package 
to an Innisfail mother con¬ 
fined to a wheelchair used 
to work for the Edmonton 
Pohce Service. 

Brian Malley, 55, was 
a constable from October 
1979 to May 1982, CBC 
reported Tuesday, noting he 
was “dismissed.” 

Malley is charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
death of Vicky Shachtay, 23, 
who died when a package 
mailed to her home last 
November exploded. 

Family members have 
identified Malley as Shach¬ 
tay’s financial adviser, metro

Two-year-old Cayden Wourms 
never stopped smiling. 

His mother, Hayley 
Wourms, had a bright and 
bubbly personality. 

Darren Wourms loved 
his family very much and 
worked hard to provide for 
them. 

But on Monday, all three 


were found dead in a ditch 
in northern Saskatchewan, 
the victims of an apparent 
murder-suicide. 

“They were a beautiful 
family,” said Darren’s mother 
Shirley Wourms. “This is real¬ 
ly hard on everybody.” 

Family and friends gath¬ 
ered late Monday to pray and 
comfort one another as they 
struggled to comprehend 
how life unravelled so quick¬ 
ly for their loved ones, who 
only just recently had moved 
from Calgary to a newly built 
home in Airdrie. 

Pastor Richard Doll had 
counselled the family prior 
to their marriage and presid¬ 
ed over the formal ceremony. 

“We don’t know, we don’t 
know who or how,” he added. 

The pastor described Dar¬ 


ren as being more quiet and 
reserved, while Hayley drew 
people to her with her bub¬ 
bly personality. 

RCMP released few details 
about the deaths Tuesday, 
but did say they responded 
to a call for service involving 
Darren Wourms in Airdrie 
last month and transferred 
him to hospital for a psychi¬ 
atric evaluation. 

Sgt. Paul Dawson said au¬ 
thorities were waiting on aut¬ 
opsy results before releasing 
more details of their investi¬ 
gation. 

“This is not a normal oc¬ 
currence,” he added. “This 
is obviously a very traumatic 
case.... We are taking this 
very seriously.”

• Members of the police 
major crimes unit in Sas¬ 
katoon were immediately 
called in to assist in the 
investigation Monday.

Dawson said counsel¬ 
ling would be offered 
to all law enforcement 
members involved in the 
tragic incident.

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National energy strategy. 
Premiers ready to work 
as one unit on resources 


Alberta Premier Alison Redford 
has received the support of her 
western colleagues for a nation¬ 
al energy strategy. 

The premiers, minus B.C.’s 
Christy Clark, met in Edmon¬ 
ton on Tuesday and emerged 
supporting the idea. 

The specifics from Redford 
have been scant so far, but the 
premise is for a framework for 
all regions to work as one to de¬ 
velop, market and protect Can¬ 
ada’s energy resources. 

Redford admitted there 
aren’t a lot of details about what 
the strategy would look like, 
but she said that’s appropriate 
since talks only began last fall 
when she won the provincial 
Tory leadership. 

“What I hope this becomes 


is part of a hving process in 
Canada,” Redford said. “I don’t 
think it would be appropriate 
today for me to be able to stand 
here and say we have a defin¬ 
itive strategy or plan that we 
expect everyone to be buying 
into.” 

She said she expects the 
topic will be on the agenda at 
the first ministers meeting in 

July- 

Prime Mimster Stephen 
Harper has expressed some 
skepticism about Redford’s 
idea, given how national energy 
programs have hurt Alberta in 
the past, although his natural 
resources minister backed the 
idea in principle when he was 
in the province last week.

Dustin Goddu had worked at 
Red Deer’s Parkland Funeral 
Home and Crematorium for 
seven years and never caused 
a stir. 

On Monday, RCMP say he 
drove his truck up alongside 
Stettler mother Krista Dryden 
and demanded she climb in¬ 
side. The two had never met. 

When Dryden refused, 
Goddu shot her in the shoul¬ 
der and drove off. 

He took his own fife in a 
wooded area near the central 
Alberta town as RCMP closed 


in. 

Staff at the Red Deer fu¬ 
neral home were struggling 
to comprehend what could 
have led their beloved co¬ 
worker to do such a thing. 

“All I can say is Dustin was 
a great employee,” said boss 
Cord Mathers. 

“He was probably the most 
kind, caring, compassionate 
person I met.” 

Mathers last saw Goddu on 
Friday and said he appeared 
to be doing fine.

After arriving in Edmonton in 
2005 from a Somali refugee 
camp in Kenya, Abdulrashid 
Ali began Grade 4 at Balwin 
School. 

Now he volunteers three 
times a week tutoring and 
mentoring kindergarten to 


Grade 3 students. 

And for that he is being 
recognized with the Youth 
Achievement Award, one of 
the Edmonton Mennonite 
Gentre for Newcomers (EMGN) 
RISE Awards for outstanding 
contributions by immigrants. 

“I received a lot of support 
and it’s something good to 
give back and make a differ¬ 
ence,” said Ali, now 16 and 
finishing Grade 10 at Queen 
Elizabeth High School. 

Ali participated in the city’s 
Leaders in Training program 
last summer and volunteered 
with the Green Shack Pro¬ 
gram, which attracted other 
Somali children and youth. 
This summer he has picked up 


a position co-ordinating youth 
camps. 

The teen’s contributions 
deserve acknowledgement, 
said EMGN executive director 
Erick Ambtman. 

“It recognizes what we’re 
tr 3 dng to do in Edmonton,” he 
said of the awards. 

Ali credits many with 
supporting him, including a 
language program at Balwin 
and the EMGN Settlement in 
Schools program that helped 
both him and his family. 

“I feel hke I can do some¬ 
thing with my life in this 
countiy,” said Ali. 

“Other kids (in other coun¬ 
tries) don’t get these kinds of 
opportunities.”

Catholic schools. Board 
passes 2012-13 budget 


The Edmonton Catholic School 
Board approved its 2012-13 
budget on Tuesday, with a 
continued vow to make class¬ 
rooms a priority. 

Armed with three years of 
sustained funding from the 
province, Supt. Joan Carr told 
trustees an operating budget of 
$397 million will be balanced, 
despite a net growth in fund¬ 
ing of less than one per cent. 

This budget includes more 
money for severe special-needs 
students, funding for learning 
coaches meant to enhance stu¬ 
dent success and full-day kin¬ 
dergarten expanded to 23 sites. 

“Eveiy dollar we’re spend¬ 
ing on full-day kindergarten is 
well worth it,” Carr said. 


Students and staffing 


• The board projects a rise 
in enrolment of 419 stu¬ 
dents, an increase of 1.2 
per cent from last year. 


• Staffing levels are ex¬ 
pected to be maintained 
during the 2012-13 
school year. 


But trustee John Acheson 
and board chair Debbie Engel 
said funds for all-day kinder¬ 
garten shouldn’t come at the 
expense of programming for 
students in other grades.

All levels of government 
celebrated the opening of 
Commonwealth Community 
Recreation Centre on Tues¬ 
day, but it was residents of 
McCauley, Parkdale and Al¬ 
berta Avenue who were most 
pumped about the state-of- 
the-art, bright and airy archi¬ 
tectural statement next to 
Commonwealth Stadium. 

“I’m thrilled to have a safe, 
clean and beautiful building 
in the inner city,” business 
owner and resident Teresa 
Spinelli said. “We swim here 
every Saturday, and it has be¬ 
come more than a place for 
fitness or sport. It’s culture, 
art, leisure — a real jewel in 
the heart of Edmonton.” 

For facility director Evelyn

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Global pariah. Canada 
expels Syrian diplomats 
over Houla massacre 


Canada joined allies across 
the world Tuesday in expel¬ 
ling Syrian diplomats, as the 
slaughter of the innocent in 
Houla provoked a broad sev¬ 
ering of global ties with the 
pariah Assad regime in Da¬ 
mascus. 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird said Canada was 
expelling Syrian diplomats 
in the wake of the week¬ 
end massacre in Houla. The 
United Nations said 108 
people died in the massacre, 
including 49 children and 34 
women — one of the deadli¬ 
est events in the 15-month 
uprising against Syrian 
President Bashar Assad’s re¬ 
gime. 

Canada took part in a co¬ 
ordinated diplomatic offen¬ 
sive along with the United 
States, Britain, Australia, 
France, Germany, Italy, 
Spain, Bulgaria and the Neth¬ 
erlands as the UN revealed 
more gruesome details of 
the events in Houla. Appar¬ 
ently the massacre included 
the close-range shootings of 
scores of children and par¬ 
ents in their homes. 

The report did not specify 
who carried out most of the

killings. 

Baird said all remaining 
diplomats in Ottawa and 
their families have five days 
to leave Canada. As is the 
case in several other coun¬ 
tries, Syria’s ranking diplo¬ 
mat is a charge d’affairs, not 
an ambassador. 

As well, another Syrian 
diplomat waiting to come to 
Canada will be refused entry. 

Baird said Canadians, 
like other people around 
the world, were horrified to 
learn on the weekend about 
the massacre, including 
nearly three dozen children 
under the age of 10.

Severed foot sent to 
Conservative Party

Grisly discovery. 

Police intercept 
another package 
containing a second 
body part hours later 


Ottawa police say a second 
package containing a body 
part was found just hours 
after a stunned Conservative 
party receptionist opened a 
blood-soaked box containing 
a human foot. 

The first was found Tues¬ 
day morning in a package 
that had been delivered to 
the party’s headquarters a few 
scant blocks from Parliament 
Hill. 

As a result of further inves¬ 
tigation, Ottawa police said 
Tuesday night that they inter¬ 
cepted a second suspicious 
package containing another 
human body part.

Old regime 
dealing with 
angry protesters in 
presidential runoff 


The Muslim Brotherhood’s 
candidate for the Eg 3 ^tian 
presidential runoff prom¬ 
ised Tuesday he would break 
sharply with the ways of oust¬ 
ed autocrat Hosni Mubarak, 
a day after angry protesters 
burned down the headquar¬ 
ters of his challenger, who 
served as prime minister in 
the old regime. 

Islamist Mohammed Morsi 
appeared to be tr 3 dng to cash 
in on public resentment of his 
rival Ahmed Shafiq’s ties to 


Mubarak at a news conference 
where he offered something 
for everyone, from the mil¬ 
itary to the revolutionaries, 
women and minority Chris¬ 
tians. Morsi has been scram¬ 
bling to broaden his base of 
support ahead of the June 16- 
17 runoff. 

“When I am president, 
the presidency will not be re¬ 
duced to one person,” he said. 
“The age of superman has 
failed and gone. The world is 
no longer like that. I am not 
like that.” 

Morsi’s comments came 
hours after some 400 protest¬ 
ers chanting slogans against 
Shafiq stormed and vandal¬ 
ized his Cairo campaign head¬ 
quarters. The protesters set 
the building ablaze after mak-

ing off with computers, tele¬ 
visions and air conditioners. 

Shafiq was the last prime 
minister appointed by Mu¬ 
barak before he stepped down 
in Februaiy 2011 in the face 
of a popular uprising against 
his autocratic rule. The at¬ 
tack on Shafiq’s headquarters 
was reminiscent of some of 
the most dramatic scenes of 
the uprising when protesters 


burned down the ruhng party 
headquarters. 

In Cairo’s Tahrir Square, 
birthplace of the uprising, 
protesters chanted slogans 
against both Morsi and Shafiq. 
Similar protests took place in 
the Mediterranean port city of 
Alexandria and elsewhere in 
northern Eg 5 q)t. 

Morsi claimed the top spot 
in the first round of landmark 
elections last week, putting 
him in the runoff against 
Shafiq who, like his longtime 
friend and mentor Mubarak, 
is a former air force com¬ 
mander. 

The attack on Shafiq’s 
headquarters underlined the 
depth of resentment felt by 
many toward Shafiq, viewed 
by critics as an extension of 


the Mubarak regime. And 
Morsi moved quickly to use 
it for political gain, making a 


host of generous promises he 
said he would keep if elected.

Breivik's friends 
suspect he’s gay 

Is confessed Norwegian 
mass killer Anders Behr¬ 
ing Breivik gay? 

Former friends of Brei¬ 
vik say he often expressed 
feminine tendencies and 
led some to believe he 
may be gay. 

Three of the 33-year- 
old’s former friends told 
an Oslo court on Tuesday 
that five years before he 
massacred 77 people in 
July, he moved back to 
live with his mother and 
ended all social contacts. 

The friends, who did 
not want to be named, 
gave testimony during 
Breivik’s trial as the de¬ 
fendant watched. 

Breivik killed 69 
people in a shooting spree 
on Utoya island on July 22 
after setting off a bomb 
in Oslo that claimed eight 
lives. 

Since May 11, surviv¬ 
ors have given detailed 
accounts of how Breivik’s 
emotionless “killing 
machine” hunted people 
down on the island, shoot¬ 
ing them one by one.

Terror strikes at 
9 a.m. Factories, barns, 
warehouses crumple 
— woman found alive 
after lying 12 hours in 
rubble of apartment 


A powerful earthquake dealt 
a second terrifying blow 
Tuesday to a quake-devastat¬ 
ed region in northern Italy. 

Just nine days after an 
earlier tremblor that killed 
seven people, Tuesday’s 
quake killed at least 16 and 
left 200 injured. 

The injured included a 
65-year-old woman who was 
pulled out alive by rescu¬ 
ers after lying for 12 hours 
in the rubble of her apart¬ 
ment’s kitchen in Cavezzo. 

Firefighters told Sky 
TG24 TV that a piece of fur¬ 
niture, which had toppled 
over, saved her from being 
crushed by the wreckage. 

She was taken to hospital. 

Firefighters said she’d 
gone into the building to get 


some clothes. 

Factories, warehouses, 
barns and churches col¬ 
lapsed as the ground shook. 

The temblor shocked 
many of the thousands who 
have been living in tents or 
cars since the May 20 quake 
and created a whole new 
wave of homeless. 

The area encompassing 
the cities of Modena, Man¬ 
tua and Bologna is prized 
for its super car production 

— churning out Ferraris, 
Maseratis and Lamborghinis 

— its world-famous Parme¬ 
san cheese, and less well- 
known machinery compan¬ 
ies. 

In Mirandola, the church 
of San Francis crumbled, 
leaving only its facade stand¬ 
ing. The main cathedral also 
collapsed. 

In Concordia, the mayor 
had scheduled a town meet¬ 
ing to discuss the aftermath 
of the first quake. 

Instead, Mayor Carlo 
Marchini confirmed the 
death of one person struck 
by falling debris.

Census. Toddlers 
bust a move, but the 
oldsters just keep 
on coming, and the 
implications are only 
beginning to sink in 


Canada is becoming a nation 
of the aging and the very 
young. 

New census data shows 
Canada now has a higher pro¬ 
portion of seniors than ever 
before — a development that 
has crept up on society with 
far-reaching implications for 
health, finance, policy and 
everyday family relation¬ 
ships. 

At the same time, the 
latest tranche of 2011 census 
information shows a surpris¬ 
ing 11 per cent resurgence of 
toddlers — a burst of growth 
in the under-five population 
that is a complete reversal of 
trend-lines a decade ago and 
is rejuvenating every region 
of the country. 

“I wouldn’t call it a baby 
boom, although 1 think we 
can call it a significant in¬ 
crease,” Laurent Martel, a 
demography expert at Statis¬ 
tics Canada, said in an inter¬ 
view. 

Generally, though, the 
census shows in great detail 
what most people already 
know intuitively: Canada is 
aging quickly as the baby 
boomers mature. 

The population of over- 
65ers has surged to nearly 
five million over the past five 
years, growing 14.1 per cent 
since the last official count. 
Statistics Canada says. 

That’s more than double 
the 5.9-per-cent increase for 
the population as a whole. 

It’s a trend that’s poised to 
take on momentum. That’s 
because near-seniors — 
people aged 60 to 64 — grew 
faster than any other group. 
Their population soared 29.1 
per cent over the past five 


years, a pattern that will per¬ 
sist as they move up the age 
ladder. 

They are the oldest edge 
of the baby-boom generation 
that includes three out of 10 
Canadians, and has so dra¬ 
matically shaped Canada’s 
landscape for decades. 

Young people, on the 
other hand, are a stagnating 
generation — despite the tor¬ 
rent of toddlers. The under-15 
cohort is barely expanding, 
having edged up just 0.5 per 


cent over the past five years. 

Children under 15 make 
up just 16.7 per cent of the 
population now, while sen¬ 
iors are at a record high of 
14.8 per cent, and growing. 

In just four years, Canada 
will face what demographers 
have dubbed “the cross-over”: 
The day when there are more 
seniors than children. 

The median age in Canada 
is now 40.6, the oldest ever, up 
from 39.5 five years ago and 
from 33.5 two decades ago. 
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Canada’s population 
aging is a mix of longer lives 
and a growing number of 
people in their senior years, 
Martel said. 

In 2011, there were 4,870 
women and 955 men aged 
100 or more — the second- 
fastest growing age group 
with a 25.7-per-cent rate of 
expansion. By 2031, Stats- 
Can projects the number 
of centenarians will reach 
17,000, rising to close to 
80,000 by 2061 as the bulk 
of the remaining baby 
boomers moves into the tri¬ 
ple digits. 

Compared to other G8 
countries, Ganada’s popula¬ 
tion is relatively young, and 
the proportion of seniors in 
Ganada is among the lowest 
in the G8. 

That’s about to change, 
Martel warned: Ganada had 
a bigger baby boom than 
other countries, and as 
people retire in droves, Gan¬ 
ada’s aging trend will pick 
up speed, the Canadian press

More Ganadians, it seems, 
are changing dirty dia¬ 
pers, serving up spoonfuls 
of mushy peas and getting 
tongue-tied over Dr. Seuss 
books before bed, if the 
latest census figures from 
Statistics Ganada are any 
indication. 

Previously released 
population statistics show 
more people in Ganada 
are having children. 

The national birth rate 
increased slightly from 
1.59 in 2006 to 1.67 in 
2009. In Alberta, the rate 
is among the highest of 
the provinces; it was 1.8 
in 2010. 

Not surprisingly, the 
latest increase was felt 
most profoundly in the 
Prairies, which have 
become magnets for job¬ 
seeking, working-age fam¬ 
ilies looking for a place to 
put down roots. 

In Alberta, the growth 
rate among kids four and 
under was 20.9 per cent, 
followed by Saskatchewan 
at 19.6 per cent. Quebec 
also posted a strong 
increase at 17.5 per cent, 
as did Nunavut at 15.7 per 
cent. 

Another reason for 
Ganada’s baby bump may 
simply be that there are 
more moms. Statistics 
Ganada attributed the 
spike to modestly higher 
fertility rates in most re¬ 
gions, as well as a growing 
number of women aged 
20 to 34 — traditional 
child-rearing years.

Women are turning 
the big, big wheels 



Kolby Nepoose has had a lot of 
jobs at places that would prob¬ 
ably sound familiar to many 
yoimg women — grocery store, 
health-care centre, coffee shop, 
bank. 

Eventually, though, the lure 
of sitting at a desk began to 
fade. 

“1 just found my work really 
tedious, sitting at the computer 
all day,” said Nepoose, 25. 

So she found something 
different — way different. 
She now works at Mammoet, 
a Dutch multinational that 
builds and operates heavy 
lift and transport equipment. 
Nepoose — booted, hard-hat- 
ted and overalled — is working 
towards a journeyman’s ticket 
as a crane operator. 

Workers hke Nepoose are 
still rare: In 2007, only about 
two per cent of those employed 
in non-service-sector trades 
were women. But those num¬ 
bers are increasing. 

JudyLynn Archer is tiying 
to be part of that solution. She 
leads an Edmonton organiza¬ 
tion called Women Building Fu¬ 
tures, which offers pre-appren¬ 
ticeship programs to introduce 
women to trades from carpen¬ 
try to welding to pipefitting. 

A total of 3,000 women 
contacted Women Building

Women “drive 
with less ego.” 

JudyLynn Archer of Women Building 
Futures, who said employers tell her women 
are easier on heavy equipment — more 
vigilant with preventative maintenance and 
safety checks and gentler on the huge and 
hugely expensive tires the big stuff rolls on. 

Futures last year looking for in¬ 
formation on the trades. About 
190 from across Canada are 
expected to graduate this year, 
alinost all directly into jobs or 
apprenticeships. 


“If we had 2,000 today, they 
could all be placed, working,” 
Archer said. “The demand is 
imbelievable.” 

Women are fitting in just 
fine on job sites across the 
province, she added. 

Companies “are very happy 
with their female employees. 
They show up every day, they 
have a strong attention to de¬ 
tail and they’re more loyal.” 

Still, she said, employers are 
just starting to see women as 
part of the solution to Canada’s 
coming shortage of skilled 
labour.

How old is old? It’s how you feel’ 


Ask Alan Wilson to define 
“old” and he answers with a 
hearty chuckle. 

“It’s just a number; it’s 
how you feel,” said Wilson, a 
spry 82-year-old who teaches 
line-dancing classes at a sen¬ 
iors’ recreation centre in 
Peterborough, Ont. 

“I had a heart attack 10 
years ago and that didn’t 
hold me back at all.” 

To Wilson and many of his 
friends, being old is a state of 


mind — one that Canada’s 
increasingly active senior 
set is choosing to ignore as 
the leading edge of the baby 
boom reaches the traditional 
retirement age of 65. 

So, it’s a fair question: 
How old is old? 

The point at which health 
concerns become real-life 
realities is when a person 
can truly be considered 
“old,” said Susan Eng, vice- 
president for advocacy at 


the Canadian Association of 
Retired Persons (CARP), Can¬ 
ada’s leading seniors’ advo¬ 
cacy organization. 

“Where the rubber hits 
the road is when old becomes 
a limitation,” said Eng. 

And rather than deny that 
true old age — with its even¬ 
tual drawbacks — will hit 
them one day, it’s vital that 
modern seniors embrace 
their aging, she added.

‘Flame.' Virus can turn 
infected computers 
into listening devices 
and even have them 
suck info out of nearby 
cellphones 


A massive data-slurping cyber¬ 
weapon is circulating in the 
Middle East, a Russian Inter¬ 
net-security firm reported 
Monday, sa 3 dng that comput¬ 
ers in Iran appear to have 
been particularly affected. 

The virus, dubbed “Flame,” 
is unprecedented both in 
terms of its size and complex¬ 
ity, Moscow-based Kaspersky 
Lab ZAO reported, sa 3 dng it 
possesses the ability to turn 
infected computers into lis¬ 
tening devices and even suck 
information out from nearby 
cellphones. 

The announcement sent 
a ripple of excitement across 
the computer-security sec¬ 


tor. Flame is the third major 
cyber-weapon discovered in 
the past two years, and Kas¬ 
persky’s conclusion that it 
was crafted at the behest of a 
national government fuelled 
speculation that the virus 
could be part of an Israeli- 
backed campaign of electron¬ 
ic sabotage aimed at archrival 
Iran. 

Some evidence suggests 
that the people behind Flame 
also helped craft Stuxnet, 
a notorious virus that dis¬ 
rupted controls of some 
nuclear centrifuges in Iran 
in 2010, according to Ilan 
Froimovici, the technical dir¬ 
ector at Power Communica¬ 
tions, which represents Kas¬ 
persky in Israel. 

The two codes “use the 
same vulnerabilities in the 
operating system and the 
computer infrastructure in 
order to infect the computer 
system. We do believe that 
the same programmers built 
the two codes,” he said.

“I honestly 
cannot say how many separate 
items I have used in these 
portraits. Generally speaking, 

I use everything from small 
plastic toys, beads, broken 
jewelry, buttons, bottle tops 
and other small found objects 
to create my art. I get these 
materials from car boot sales 
and charity shops that can't 
sell them. I started out doing 
this art while making brooches 
in my final year in my degree 
in textiles. I was inspired by 
headdresses from Ecuador 
used in religious processions, 
many of which have been made 
from Barbie doll parts. While I

Snow White and the 
Huntsman. Dressed to 
kill —Charlize Theron 
shines as a wicked 
queen in beautiful but 
‘treacherous’ costumes 


Charlize Theron’s evil queen 
costumes for Snow White and 
the Himtsman called for him- 
dreds of hand-cut rooster feath¬ 
ers, thousands of iridescent 
beetle wings from Thailand 
and one particularly imposing 
crown. 

The outfits, some of which 
are on view at an LA pop-up gal¬ 
lery ahead of the film’s June 1 
opening, represented a host of 
firsts for Academy Award-win¬ 
ning costume designer Colleen 


Atwood. 

From the leather piping on 
the pleats of the queen’s wed¬ 
ding gown to the gauzy green 
metal trim on the beetle-wing 
dress, the nine-time Oscar nom¬ 
inee and three-time winner ex¬ 
perimented with materials for 
director Rupert Sanders’ dark 
take on the classic fairy tale. 

“The idea of the fairy tale 
sets you free in a way because 
you can make it up,” Atwood 
said. “And I love to make up 
stuff.” She created an armoured 
ensemble fit for a queen by 
dressing up chain mail with 
rolled leather and horsehair 
trim and topping it off with 
a particularly pointy metal 
crown. 

“We wanted to have a for¬ 
midable silhouette,” Atwood 
said, “and from a distance it’s 
spooky with the crown and 


her height and everything.” 
(Theron stands nearly six feet 
tall, the designer added.) 

In Sanders’ version of the 
Snow White story, Kristen 
Stewart portrays the only 
woman in the land fairer than 
Theron’s evil queen Raverma. 
The queen dispatches a hunts¬ 
man (Chris Hemsworth) to kill 
the yormg woman, but instead 
he becomes her mentor and 
protector. 

Atwood took on the project 
after finishing work on Tim 
Burton’s Dark Shadows, star¬ 
ring Johrmy Depp. Atwood and 
Burton are frequent and suc¬ 
cessful collaborators. Her most 
recent Oscar was for his 2010 
film Alice in Wonderland, and 
she earned nominations for her 
costumes in Burton’s Sweeney 
Todd: The Demon Barber of 
Fleet Street and Sleepy HoUow. 


Atwood’s Snow White cos¬ 
tumes are miles — and eras — 
away from Dark Shadows. 

“They don’t resemble each 
other in any way,” she said, “so 
it was fun to shift from one to 
the other and have a whole dif¬ 
ferent world to think about.” 

And slide right into. Snow 
White director Sanders said At¬ 
wood’s wardrobes “blend seam¬ 
lessly into this world, and they 
speak volumes about the world 
and its characters.” 

Theron agreed. From the 
wedding dress, with its archi¬ 
tectural shoulders that appear 
to be made from bones, to the 
twice-embroidered gown that 
eventually resembles an old, 
peeling skin, Atwood’s cos¬ 
tumes reflect the evil queen’s 
obsession with appearances. 

“Every costume had a feel¬ 
ing of not quite what it seems,” 


Theron said. “In a way, these 
dresses were like torture de¬ 
vices for Ravenna. I love that be¬ 
cause I feel like Ravenna was, in 
a way, more torturous toward 
herself than to the people she 
was killing.” 

To minimize the actual on¬ 
set torture, Atwood employed 
a team of about 50 people to 
help the actors in and out of the 
elaborate costumes. 

But the beetle wings remain 
dangerous. Thousands of the 
hard, brittle wings decorate the 
evil queen’s regal dress of silk 
and metal mesh. 

“They’re incredibly sharp, 
so I had to be careful about how 
I used them. If you hit them, 
you can hurt yourself,” the de¬ 
signer said. 

“They’re quite treacherous, 
which really suited the charac¬ 
ter.” THE ASSOQATED PRESS

“I had to pull up a bit, that 
was an acting job,” he insists, 
laughing. “I’m a bit older than 
those guys, but I’m still pretty 
fast.” 

Regardless, Routh’s char¬ 
acter is more prodigal than 
super in Crooked Arrows. He 
plays half-Iroquois Joe Logan, 
a successful businessman and 
former high school lacrosse 
star who has lost touch with his 
Native American roots. When 


he returns to his community to 
convince his father, the chief, 
to build a casino on the land, 
his father and the rest of the 
coimcil concede to the idea — 
on one condition — he coaches 
the high school lacrosse team 
that hasn’t won a single game 
all season. Oh yeah, he also has 
to find his roots again. 

Sound a bit like the Mighty 
Ducks? It is. The main differ¬ 
ence is, of course, the sport and 
the role that Native American 
culture and spirituality play in 
the film. 

For Routh, the role was an 
opportunity to engross himself 
in some of his own background 
— his father’s family has Kicka- 
poo heritage. “Obviously the 
Iroquois nation is separate 
from (Kickapoo) but I was ex¬ 
cited because I didn’t have any 
contact with that culture in my 
family because we were so far 
removed,” he says. 

He also got to learn a httle 
bit more about lacrosse, admit¬ 
ting his only exposure to the 
game before the film was a 
one-week stint in Grade 8 phys 
-ed and the occasional game on 
ESPN. “When you see me take 
some shots, I had to learn for 
that specific scene just so that I 
looked legit, which took a lot of 
time,” he says. 

The most important lesson 
he took from lacrosse, though, 
was the culture surrounding 
the sport. “Watching (Native 
Americans) play and hearing 
them talk about why they play 
gave me a lot of insight into 
how they hve hfe. Just knowing

With a stoiy that focuses 
so much on culture and 
spirituality, it is always a 
challenge not to make as¬ 
sumptions or oversimplify a 
complex society. 

Routh says the produ¬ 
cers and writers avoided 
this by going through 
severi script edits. 

“Ten years ago, when 
this idea started out, that 
was a challenge. Two guys 
had an idea about making 
this film and they had pas¬ 
sion for it, but they didn’t 
know Native American cul¬ 
ture very well. So the script 
went through pass after 
pass after pass,” he says. 

“There was somebody 
at the Smithsonian who 
looked at it and helped 
refine it, but there was also 
a lot of input from people 
from the Onondaga area.” 


that one reason they play this 
game is not to win, per se, but 
to entertain the creator.

This weekend Piranha 3DD 
dusts off not one, but two 
nature attacks genres. 

First and foremost it falls 
squarely into the ‘death 
from the briny depths’ cat¬ 
egory. In the movie blood- 
crazed prehistoric fish 
nibble their way through a 
fresh pack of nubile teen¬ 
agers at a water park, join¬ 
ing the likes of Jaws (hun¬ 
gry shark on the beach 
species), Mako: Jaws of 
Death (psychic sharks) and 


Angry birds 


Tentacles (angry squid gets 
even with calamari eaters) 
and Piranha, the 1978 film 
about man eating fish at a 
summer resort (“They’re 
eating the guests, sir.”). 
Frankenfish features a gen¬ 
etically engineered fish 
who is a double threat — it 
swims and walks on land! 

Piranha 3DD also falls 
into the ‘hungry primeval 
creature’ sub-genre. Most 
famous of this genre is Griz¬ 
zly, a 1976 movie about an 
ancient 18-foot bear who 
snacks on campers. 

On the other end of 
the scale are the ‘mutated 
bug’ movies. Tired of being 
squished under foot these 
critters are the product of 
scientific research or radio¬ 
active mutation. Them! 
and Empire of the Ants see 
radioactively modified ants 
acting up, while William 
Shatner battles killer web- 
slingers in Kingdom of the 
Spiders. In Spider one char¬ 
acter sums up the plot with 
the line, “That spider is a 


killing machine!” 

Alfred Hitchcock didn’t 
invent the ‘when-animals- 
attack’ genre, but he helped 
create the ‘we’re mad as 
hell and aren’t going to take 
it anymore’ (animal edition) 
variety. 

Animals had gone wild 
on film before The Birds, 
but usually because they 
were tormented by their 
owners — King Kong — or 
victims of radiation — see 
‘chemically altered bug 
movies’ — or hungry — 
Food of the Gods where 
giant chickens feed on hu¬ 
mans — but Hitchcock’s 
birds attack for no reason. 

Next is the ‘mother na¬ 
ture is angry’ genus, and 
everyone knows it’s best 
not to annoy Mother Earth. 
Everyone that is except the 
campers who learn that 
forest animals don’t react 
kindly to having their home 
turned into a waste dump 
in Long Weekend. 

And finally there’s the 
‘animal cage match’, seen 
in Frogs, in which members 
of a rich Southern family 
are massacred by all man¬ 
ner of animals — birds, liz¬ 
ards and even butterflies — 
in payback for ruining the 
environment. 

Leading the charge are 
the frogs, who live up to 
the film’s advertising slo¬ 
gan, “TODAY — the Pond! 
TOMORROW — the World!”

Black Cod. Asparagus 
and creme frakhe 
walnut sauce makes 
this one delicious meal 


Simple, light and delicious, 
this recipe combines fresh 
herbs and spices that per¬ 
fectly complement the rich 
butter flavour of the fish. 

The combo of creme 
fraiche and walnuts add a 
crunchy twist to a delicately 
spiced, classic meal.

1 . Cut 4 circles of parch¬ 
ment paper (each 38 cm/15 
inches in diameter); set 
aside.

set aside. 

3 . Fold one parchment 
round in half and unfold. 
Spread one sliced potato 
in the centre of the bottom 
half of parchment.

• 250 ml (1 cup) walnut pieces, 
coarsely chopped 

• 75 ml (1/3 cup) fresh tar¬ 
ragon leaves, chopped 

• 60 ml (1/4 cup) creme fraiche 

• 45 ml (3 tbsp) Dijon mustard 

• 45 ml (3 tbsp) apple cider 
vinegar 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) walnut or 
olive oil 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) capers, 
chopped 

• 4 small potatoes, thinly sliced 

• 20 asparagus spears, 
trimmed 

• 4 pieces (each 150 g/4 oz) 
black cod 


five asparagus spears on top 
of the potato and then lay 
the black cod on the aspara¬ 
gus. 

4 . Spoon 1/4 of the wal¬ 
nut mixture on top of the 
cod and fold the top half of 
parchment over. Seal edges 
by twisting and pressing 
the edges together in a half 
moon pattern. Repeat with 
remaining pieces of cod. 

5 . Place parchment packets 
on a baking sheet and bake 
in 200 C (400 F) oven for 20 


to 25 minutes until parch¬ 
ment is lightly browned. 

6 . Remove from oven. Care¬ 
fully cut a slit in the top of 


the packets, taking care as 
contents will be hot and 
steam may escape.

Steam your way to healthy 
and fat-free fish options

Salmon En Papillote.

Admittedly, steamed hsh 
doesn’t exactly scream mouth¬ 
watering. But what it lacks in 
excitement it makes up for in 
health cred. 

Steaming generally involves 
no added fat and is a great way 
of retaining all of the nutrients 
in your food. It’s also speedy. 

One of the best ways to 
steam fish is what the French 
call en papillote (pronounced 
on pap-ee-oat), or literally “in 
parchment.” In this simple 


method, fish is wrapped in a 
packet of parchment paper. 
As it cooks, the food releases 
juices. Those fiavourftil juices 
turn to steam and are trapped 
in the packet, cooking and 
fiavouring the food, while 
keeping it moist. 

You also can add other 
ingredients to fiavour and 
cook alongside the fish, such 
as herbs, slices of lemon 
and vegetables. Because fish 
cooks quickly, it’s a good idea 


to pick vegetables that are 
either thinly cut or tender; 
this helps them cook at the 
same speed as the fish. 

1 . Heat the oven to 375 F. 

2 . Cut 4 large pieces parch¬ 
ment paper, about 12-by- 
20-inches each. Fold each in 
half the short way. 

3 . In bowl, toss green beans 
with the paprika. Season with

• Salt and ground black pepper

salt and black pepper. Open 
each sheet of parchment simi¬ 
lar to a book.

4 . Top each fillet with a sprig 
of thyme, a mint leaf, a sprig of 
marjoram and a shce of lemon. 
Fold the parchment packets 
closed like a book again. Start¬ 
ing at one end of the fold, fold 
the edges of the paper together 
every couple of inches, creat¬ 
ing a seam all the way around. 
Tuck the last end under and 
place on a baking sheet. 

5 . Bake 10 minutes. To serve, 
place each packet on a serv¬ 
ing plate and tear open at the 
centre, the associated press 


1. Prepare 2 sheets of parch¬ 
ment paper (each 38 cm/15 
inches); set aside. 

2 . In shallow dish, combine 
oil, garlic, dill and lemon 
juice; add fillets and coat. 
Refrigerate 4 hours. 

In centre of each piece of 
parchment paper, arrange 
and evenly spread julienne 
vegetables the length of the 
fish, then place fillets on top 
of vegetables.

Two teams with plenty of 
similarities drop the puck Wed¬ 
nesday for the Stanley Gup. 

The sixth-seeded New Jer¬ 
sey Devils and eighth-seeded 
Los Angeles Kings face off at 
the Prudential Genter in hock¬ 
ey’s finale. 

Both teams have already 
been forged in the cauldron 
of the playoffs.

A 3.5-litre V6 replaces the 
turbo-charged 2.3-litre four- 
cylinder, a move that appears 
to be in sharp contrast to 
other automakers — such as 
Ford — which are replacing 
larger engines with smaller 
turbo-charged powerplants 
that supposedly get better 
fuel economy.

Common Issues 


Have your potential used 
Viper checked for oil leaks 
from the valve covers and 
oil pan gasket. A compres¬ 
sion test is also advisable, 
as is a check of the oil and 
coolant condition, which 
could reveal an issue with 
the head-gasket. This issue 
seemed to affect mainly 
earlier models. 

On a test-drive, “feel” 
the transmission for signs 
of clutch slippage, grinding 
or hard shifting. Though 
the gearbox is said to be 
reliable, abusive driving 
can shorten its life. 

Note that some models 
suffered from a rear differ¬ 
ential which could become 
separated from its bracket, 
and/or a power steering 
rack that could pull away 
from the front frame.

Painter Pablo Picasso said that 
every child is an artist. “The 
problem is how to remain an 
artist when one grows up.” 

Peter Schreyer, a grown 
man of 58 years, doesn’t have 
a whole lot of trouble with 
that. He paints at home — a 
lot — and then there’s his day 
job as chief designer for Kia. 

He’s the person behind the 
styling of all the hot cars from 
the Korean automaker such as 
the Rio and the Optima. You 
could even say that he’s the 
primary reason Kia sales are 
soaring. 

Talent aside, one of the 
most interesting pieces of 
this story is that Schreyer is 
not Korean; he’s German. 
Schreyer actually has a 25- 
year history with Audi and 
Volkswagen and began his 
automotive design career with 
Audi, working there while he 
was a student at the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Art in London, sta 3 dng 
on once he had graduated. 

He was chief designer of 
Audi from 1994-’02, where 
he was instrumental in push¬ 
ing the company to the 
international forefront as a 
premium brand. The original 
Audi TT? His baby, as were the 
A3 and A6 of those years. 

From 2002-’05, he was 
chief designer of Volkswagen 
and in 2005 he became head 
of advanced design of Volk¬ 
swagen. 

In late 2006, Kia Motors 
wooed him away. 

He maintains his home 


in Germany but commutes, 
obviously quite regularly, to 
Kia’s corporate headquarters 
in Seoul and design studios in 
Hwaseong, South Korea and 
Irvine, Cahf 

Since his tenure began at 
Kia, he thinks the brand has 
finally come into its own. 

“IGa now has a personality, 
an identity,” said Schreyer in a 
phone interview, “a lot more 
than it had before. It is a big 
achievement. I feel the brand 
has gone from anon 3 mious to 
more distinct, recognizable as 
Kia. The ‘tiger nose’ grille, as 
we call it, is an identifier for 
the brand.” 

The process is ongoing but 
this dramatic upswing in Kia’s 
popularity, branding and sales 
is one of Schreyer’s proudest 
achievements, the other being 
the work done at Audi during 
the era that he was chief de¬ 
signer. 

His favourite design job? 

“If I was going to point to 
specific vehicles, it would be 
the Optima, the Rio and of 
course, the TT and Audi A8.” 

Schreyer believes that good 
design is only good if the prod¬ 
uct is technically good. If he is 
next to one of “his” vehicles at 
a traffic light, he says he looks 
inside to see if the driver and 
passengers look happy in it. 
The product has to hold the 
promise. 

“I have to want to drive 
the vehicles as well. Designers 
are customers too. We have 
to think in the future but we 
also must have our feet on the 
Earth.” 

Emotional attachment to 
any of his designs is swiftly 
brushed off. 

“You have to move on to 
the next one,” he says, lik¬ 
ening the artistic release to 
cutting the apron strings of 
parenthood from a young 
adult, allowing them their 
own path in life. 

Obviously there are huge 
cultural differences between 
Korea and Germany and 


Schreyer might be the only 
person who can point them 
out as it relates to car build¬ 
ing. 

“When I was working with 
Volkswagen and Audi, I was 
on my home turf I grew up 
in a German/European car 
culture. Perhaps there is an ar¬ 
rogance that there is nothing 
outside of that culture. That 
other cultures can’t have a car 
culture. 

“Working with Korea and 
Kia, I’ve discovered that there 
is a whole other world of mak¬ 
ing cars. I didn’t know about 
this world. I discovered that 
there are people outside of 
the European car culture that 
are very skilled, eager to make 
great cars.” 

He also admires the speed 
with which Korean executives 
act once a decision is made, 
despite the multi-layered 
management that must be 


consulted before getting a go- 
ahead on an idea. 

Perhaps Schreyer is im¬ 
pressed with speed because 
he’s a bit of a speed demon 
himself. 

“As a kid, growing up in the 
Alps with a mother who was 
in competitive skiing, it was a 
natural choice at an early age 
and also skeleton racing at a 
competitive level. You might 
not even know what that is?” 

Actually, no, but it’s a sport 
where one dives head first 
down a steep hill on a small 
sled. 

Painting seems like such 
a huge contrast to that, but 
that’s how he relaxes. His 
voice becomes richer when 
he speaks of this passion. He 
claims that if he were to re¬ 
tire today, painting is what he 
would do. He even hopes to 
have an exhibition some day. 

There is no other career 


he can imagine for himself, 
however, than the one he is 
in right now. Growing up next 
to an airfield with a father 
who was a car enthusiast, 
the thought of being a pilot 
crossed his mind. But a poster 
on a wall at school advertising 
a course in industrial design 
dictated his career path. 

The question of the hour? 
What does he have parked in 
his garage. 

“In Frankfurt, I have a Rio. 
Where my family home is, I 
have a Sportage, I really love 
this vehicle. When I go to 
Korea, I have a chauffeur be¬ 
cause it’s so hard to find my 
way around and he drives a 
K7, which is the Cadenza in 
the North American market.” 

But that’s not all. 

“A supercharged Pininfar- 
ina Spider Azzurra (based on a 
Fiat 124 from the early 1980s), 
a V12-powered 1971 Jaguar 


E-T 3 q)e coupe and an Audi TT 
Mkl that my son is driving 
since he just got his license. 

“I don’t have much time 
to drive them. More in the 
summer. No, I do not fix them 
myself or ‘tinker’ with them. 
I don’t have the patience and 
know nothing about it.” 

What’s next for Peter 
Schreyer? The answer is quite 
literal. He refers to upcoming 
products in the Kia lineup that 
are due for a change and men¬ 
tions the GT concept that was 
unveiled at the North Amer¬ 
ican International Auto Show 
in Detroit, Mich., back in Janu¬ 
ary. 

Although he’s not divul¬ 
ging any secrets, the secret is 
out that Kia is as passionate 
when it comes to design as the 
man leading the charge. 

“The job is stressful yes. 
But I love my job so it’s a good 
stress.” 
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Compact pickups at a crossroads

An interesting period is de¬ 
veloping for fans of compact 
pickup trucks. The old guard 
is going or gone, and the new 
guard is nowhere in sight. 

We’ll soon lose the GM 
twins (Chevrolet Colorado/ 
CMC Canyon). Last year we lost 
Ford Ranger and Dodge Dakota. 
The year prior we lost Mazda B- 
Series. 

Replacements? 

Ford developed a new Ran¬ 
ger for other markets but we’re 
not getting it. 

There is a new Chevrolet 
Colorado coming, but no time 
frame and not before it lands in 
priority compact truck markets 
like Thailand, Austraha and 
Brazil. 

A new Dodge Dakota is com¬ 
ing too, but it will have to be 
invented first, and who knows 
when and how that will hap¬ 
pen within the Chiysler/Fiat 
framework. 

Is it just me, or does it seem 
like the automakers don’t quite 
have their heart into giving 
North Americans an up-to-date, 
“compact” pickup, which is 


not too pricey, and a legitim¬ 
ate alternative to the full-size 
pickup? 

“The compact truck market 
is not dead, just ignored by the 
American marketplace,” says 
Victor Tsai, a devoted and long¬ 
time compact truck buyer. For 
his landscaping business in To¬ 
ronto, he has employed a long 
succession of compact rides, 
such as Jeep Comanche, Dodge 
Dakota, and Toyota Tacoma. 

He feels compact trucks 


suffer in this market because 
North America is the home and 
sole marketplace of the full- 
size pickup. As such, the auto¬ 
makers are obsessed with sell¬ 
ing and developing these trucks 
on this continent. Nowhere else 
does the compact truck face 
such a formidable competitor. 

At the same time, auto¬ 
makers have been obsessed 
with making their North Amer¬ 
ican compacts in the mould of 
their full-size trucks, loading 


them up with lots of power, 
features, macho styling, etc. 
Net result: they’re not much 
different or cheaper than their 
full-size brethren. 

Howard Elmer is a colleague 
of mine who specializes in all 
things truck. He notes that in¬ 
expensive trucks were a big 
part of how the Japanese auto¬ 
makers got a foothold in North 
America in the 1970s. 

“Their product back then 
was small, but also fuel efB- 


cient, rugged, and very, very 
cheap in comparison (to full- 
size trucks). People bought 
them not necessarily because 
they were small, but because 
the price made sense.” 

Today, the vast majority 
of buyers for import compact 
trucks are yoimger people who 
use them for specific sports 
or leisure activities, and want 
them outfitted accordingly, and 
with lots of comfort features. 

Elmer adds that in the era 


when compacts were cheaper, 
they were often employed for 
all sorts of uses and by all sorts 
of demographics — entry-level 
vehicle, second family vehicle, 
commuter, retirement ride for 
full-size pickup types who still 
wanted to stay in the truck life¬ 
style, work truck, sport truck, 
etc. 

Could the next wave of com¬ 
pact trucks coming to North 
America be more like the ear¬ 
lier, “cheap and cheerful” wave, 
through lighter and more car¬ 
like unibody designs based on 
global platforms? And could we 
see diesel powertrains in these 
compact trucks? Chiysler has 
hinted as much, and GM’s new 
truck in Thailand is sporting a 
brand-new diesel engine that 
looks like it could be easily cer¬ 
tified for this continent. 

But don’t get your hopes up. 
Elmer notes that just because 
automakers have appealing 
products and/or powertrains in 
some markets, doesn’t mean 
that they can be automatically 
“plopped” into ours. 

However, if GM, Ford, 
Chrysler, Toyota, etc., aren’t 
prepared to give us cheap, little 
compacts, it might not matter. 

“I think the Chinese are 
coming,” says Elmer. “It’s just a 
matter of time.”

As cars become safer, so do 
the roads. You may think a 
guardrail is just a piece of 
steel on the side of the high¬ 
way, but it’s actually part of a 
comprehensive safety system. 

“By definition, a barrier 
system is a device which 
provides a physical obstacle 
through which an errant 
vehicle would not normally 
penetrate or vault over,” says 
Bob Nichols, spokesperson 
for Ontario’s Ministry of 
Transportation. “It is intend¬ 
ed to contain or redirect an 
errant vehicle of a particular 
size range, at a given speed 
and angle of impact.” 

Guardrails and barriers 
aren’t placed randomly. 
Instead, they’re generally 
installed where it would do

more damage for a vehicle to 
run off the road than to hit 
the guardrail. It’s most de¬ 
sirable to keep the roadside 
clear, so that most drivers 
who lose control can either 
bring the vehicle back or 
come to a safe stop. But if 
the side of the road contains 
un57ielding obstacles, such as 
bridge piers or overhead sign 
posts, or has a steep slope, a 
barrier is considered. 

Up until the late 1980s, 
most guardrail ends sloped 
down into the ground — 
Icnown as “buried end treat¬ 
ment” in the trade. Today, 
they mostly have impact¬ 
absorbing ends, properly 


known as steel beam energy 
attenuating terminals. These 
have a rectangular steel 
impact head and either break¬ 
away steel or wooden support 
posts. When a vehicle runs 
into it, the impact head is 
forced back onto the steel 
rails, which bend and flatten 
to absorb the impact of the 
crash and reduce its severity. 

Concrete barriers on the 
highway are often called “Jer¬ 
sey Barriers” by drivers, but 
they’re more likely to be a 
newer design called the “F- 
Shape.” Depending on how 
hard a vehicle hits, either the 
tires or the bumper will slide 
along the barrier’s slope and 
then be redirected back into 
the lane. The barrier doesn’t 
have to be tall, because the 
shape does the trick. 

And those barrels that you 
often see at off-ramps? That’s 
a Connecticut Impact At¬ 
tenuation System, consisting 
of thin-walled steel cylinders 
bolted together. They crush 
when a vehicle crashes into 
them to absorb the impact, 
and some of the barrels 
contain steel straps and a 
compression pipe that re¬ 
direct the vehicle away from 
greater danger.
